MORE BARKERS. 


The Barker pedigree is full of knots. 
The Town Records, beginning at 1700, 
for quite a space are, tattered beyond 
redemption, many of the fourth gener- 
atioũ being nameless and sexless, the 
names of the unlucky parents staring 
forlornly up at you; and, occasionally, 
when # child’s Dame Occurs on the sec- 
tion redeemed, it will belong to a col- 
lection of hopeless mothers only, all 
named Sara. So Salem headquarters 
must decide the remnant of brave Bar- 
ker babes, who fought through that 
fatal winter of 1736, when our town 
seems to have suffered from some 
epidemic. 

Capt. John Barker, the eldest of 
Richard’s boys, buried Mary Stevens 
in 1703, and seems, by his will, to have 
married again, the wife’s name being 
illegible. Being a carpenter as well as 
a farmer, in 1704, he helps Christopher 
Osgood build the block houses down in 
Merrimac corn and rye fields for £8 8s. 
In 1735, one of these was still worth 
20 shillings. Serving the town and 
church after the fashion of old Richard, 
he falls a victim to smallpox in 1721, be- 
ing atleast 75 years ofage. The wife’s 
room, cellar, three apple trees, wood, 
corn, wheat and house stuff, being ar- 
ranged under charge of son John, who 
heirs the homestead next the Pond 
along the Ipswich road, he proceeds to 
deed out goodly portions of land to 
sons and daughters, lying on the road 
to the Centre; over in the Dracut end 
of Methuen, where Ebenezer and 
Stephen shared their grants with him; 
lands above and below Merrimac falls 
„joining my father Richard’s land, that 
was old Mr. Frye’s and old Mr. Bal- 
lard's.“ Besides this good section on 
our side, he has the Ayer, and Swan, 
and Corwin farms in Methuen, and 
Bardwell and other water privileges on 
Haverhill border. There is cash enough 
to give the girls £200 apiece in addi- 
tion to their dowries already paid over. 
I doubt if we had a larger landlord than 
John Barker, until the times of Isaac 
Bluut and Uriah Russell. The friends 
who stood by him to the last extremity 
were Ephraim Foster, Daniel: Clark, 
probably Boxford border men. 

His brother William, the first of 
Richard's six sons to follow him, had 
gone already in 1718 at 73. He served 
as fence viewer and pound keeper and 
constable with brother Ben in the ear- 
ly days, but Ben soon ranks as corporal, 
while poor William struggles along 
with debts and probably it remained 
for the third generation to inaugurate 
a more vigorous business policy. 
Richard followed John in 1729, aged 75. 
He seems to have lived a quiet life. 
These two brothers, William and Rich- 
ard, furnish most of the knots to pick, 
and with the means at hard must be 
left till a later period. 

Lieutenant Stephen in 1723 goes up to 
Peunacook with Capt. James Frye and 
thirty men, and encounters the London- 
derry settlers, who had tried the po- 
tato culture in Nathaniel Walker’s gar- 
den at Andover in 1719. Timothy Walk- 
er of Woburn, who led the first church 
to Concord, N. H., was then teaching 
grammar in Andover. Miss Bailey 
gives an amusing account of the at- 
tempt to reach the Merrimac's head 
waters. “They called us Rebbels,“ Mr. 
Frye talks. “If we don’t get off in a 
fortnight, they will gett us off.” “But 
Capt. Frye’s courage is so that he will 
stay allone rather than let them usur- 
pers drive us off.. However, Barker 
seems willing to take Methuen as a sam- 
ple for two years. Then 1726 comes, 
and William Barker, probably the son 
of William and Mary, goes up with the 
cart, way pioneers, and collects rattle 
snakes tails. 

Brother Ebenezer, meanwhile, serves 
as first selectman of Methuen and starts 
fulling mills and corn mills in all direc- 
tions. Inhis home, the first school was 
held for one of the three months and in 
1733 he, with nephew Zebadiah, gets 
above £2 for keeping school. Lieut. 
Stephen died in Methuen in 1740, aged 
81 years, and Ebenezer after becoming 
one of the proprietors of Amherst, N. 
H.,(the long deferred Narragansett 
bounty land) follows the four already 
gone home in 1747, aged 96 years. He 
says at 90, “a carpenter in pretty good 
health, perfect memory and under- 
standing.” His sons Philemon and Na- 
than take the chests, pewter, brass and 
books he has kept around him in his 
old age, and to the daughter, Abigail 
Baunister's Abigail, he gives 20 shil- 
lings added to her mother’s dowry. 
They are in Marlboro and he has out- 
lived a daughter’s care. 

Brother Benjamin, the executor of 
Richard’s will, the heir to the old 
homestead, in his old age is guardian 
of his dead Joseph's sons. The car- 
penter, dying in 1733, leaves his young

cousin Mehitibel, who, with Jonathan, 
have lef io them most all Methuen, a bit 
of 10 acres on Currill’s hill and some at 
Mystic Pond entailed to ‘heirs.

Life in Andover. 


The life of a professor's daughter in 
a university town is always a liitie dif- 
ferent from the lives of other girls; 
but the difference seems to me—unless 
she be by nature entirely alien to it— 
in favor of the girl, say Elizabeth 
Stuart Phelps Ward in McClure’s Mag- 
azine. Were I to sum in one word, my 
impressions of the influences of An- 
dover life upon a robust young mind 
and heart, I should call them gentle. 

As scon as we began to think, we saw 
a community engaged in studying 
thought. As soon as we began to feel, 
we were aware of a neighborhood that 
did not feel superficially; at least in 
certain higher directions. When we 
began to ask the Questions of Life,” 
which all intelligent young people ask 
sooner or later, we found ourselves in 
a village of three institutions and their 
dependencies committed to the pursuit 
of an ideal of education for which no 


amount of later, or what we call |, 


broader training, ever gives us any 
better word than Christian. 

Such things tell. Andover girls did 
not waltz, or suffer summer engage- 
ments at Bar Harbor, a new one every 
year; neither did they read Isben, or 
yellow novels; nor did they handle the 
French stories that are hidden from 
parents, ihough they were excellent 
French scholars in their day. 

I do not even know, that one can call 
them more “serious” than their city 
sisters—for we were a merry lot; at 
least, my lot were. But they were, I 
believe, especially open-hearted, gen- 
tle minded girls.

The Butter Situation Is Fairly 
Satisfactory. 


Quiet Tone In Cheese—Ecgs Firmer—The 
Live Stock Markets—Intereating Sta- 
tistics Concerning the Past Year. 
Boston, Jan. 2.—Since the break in 


prices a week ago there has been a very 
limited trade in butter, and while prices 


are on a steadier basis they are still more 


or less nominal. Buyers usually hold off 
at the close of the year, but they seem to 
have lost all confidence, and are uncom- 
monly cautious this week. 

The situation, however, so far as Boston 
is concerned, gives no cause for alarm. 
‘Receipts ate moderate, and the stock in 
cold storage is reduced down to about the 
same figures as last year. The consump- 
tion shows a large increase, and with or- 
dinary winter weather in January there 
will be a demand for a good quantity of 
butter. 

It is not necessary to gointo any further 
details in regard tothe present condition 
of the market. The annual statistics for 
the year just closed will furnish all the 
reading necessary on the butter question 
for this week.

Palms form an important group of dec- 
orative plants for the house. In order to 
w palms successfully, a few pointe 
are absolutely necessary. FoF potting, a 
good heavy, decayed sod should be used. 
Pot them Carefully and firmly without 
going to the extreme. If this part be 
done rightly, the roots will soon begin

to take hold of the new soil and the 
plants will require an abundant supply 
of water, both at the roots and on the 
foliage. Use the hose freely and syringe 
thoroughly and sponging will not be 
needed much, Another important point 
in palm culture is proper food. Palms 
are strong feeders and manures of differ- 
ent descriptions are essential in order to 
grow them to perfection. It is advised, 
when one has the facilities for mixing 
up a large quantity, to use barrels, in 
which place cow manure, chicken ma- 
pure, soot, etc. The liquid from all these 
ingredients will fill the bill better than 
any artificial manures, and the cost is 
next to nothing. 

In regard tu the use of liquid manures 
it isn’t enough to use it once a week or 
once a month or so many times a year, 
but keep at it and don’t get tired. The

John E. Lager, who gave the forego- 
ing advice in an address before the New 
Jersey Horticultural society, also recom- 
mended a few species for use under try- 
ing circumstances and the rougher treat - 
ment: 

Areca Intescens is a light and graceful 
palm, besides which it is a rapid grow- 
er. The latter remark can also be ap- 
plied to Areta baueri, the leaves of 
which are of a heavier appearance than 
those of the preceding and of firmer tex- 
ture. Coccs weddeliana needs no com- 
ment; Corypha australis is a plant with 
lasting qualities to recommend it; Geo- 
noma gracilis, in habit somewhat simi- 
lar to Cocos weddeliana, is an excellent 


subject; Kentia belmoreana and Kenita 


forsteriana for endurance and elegance 
combined are unsurpatsed ; Latania bor- 
bonica or Livistona chinensis is still one 
of the best. Its ally, L. rotundifolia, is 
less common than the preceding, but 
perhaps more beantiful. Its smaller 
leaves, compact and stocky growth, ren- 
der it a gem among palms. Rhapis fla- 
belliformis and R. humilis possess. very 
lasting qualities to recommend them, 
but they are slow growers. Of Phonix 
we have P. rupicola, P. reclinata, P. 
canariensis and P. senegalensis, besides 
many more.. The above comprise the bulk 
of those in general demand. 


The Elberta Peach. 

This native product of Georgia, now 
largely grown in her newly established 
peach orchards, is fast becoming the 
standard market peach at the north dur- 
ing late July and early August, filling 
a place of its own before the arrival of 
Rareripes and Crawfords. In shape, col- 
or and quality it is not better than 
northern standard varieties, but it is a 
good peach and comes into market long 
before the others, thereby extending the 
season. The Elberta is oblong in shape, 
somewhat flattened, about seven inches 
in circumference, the pit set near the 
stem end; color rich and yellow; flesh 
yellow, juicy, pleasant flavored. 


Neglected Apple Orchards. 

The treatment of neglected orchurds 
as advised in a bulletin from the New 
Hampshire station, briefly stated, is 
pruning, followed by spraying. The 
spraying is to be done with bordeaux 
mixture in the spring just before the 
leaf buds open, and again just before 
the blossoms open, with combined bor- 
déaux mixture and paris green immedi- 
ately after the blossoms fall, a second 
application of the same to be made ten 
days or two weeks later. The use of 
a spraying apparatus is recommend-

Broad Religious Influence of the Day. 
Morality and Humanity— What Jesus 
Was and What He Labored For—Man’s 
Conduct His Justification.

Nearly all the early Christian festivals 
which are still extant were shrewdly found- 
ed on the pagan festivals preceding them, 
so that the influence of the old and the 
new could be united and identified. Christ- 


especially if of a sovial or convivial 
kind, for they regarded all pleasure, 
however innocent, as wicked, thinking 
to gain heaven in the next world 
by making a hell of this. The mass of 
Americans, whether young or old, no 
longer couple the day with theology. They 
consider it a time for taking substantial 
comfort and making merry. Christmas 
presents, Christmas dinners, Christmas 
gayeties of every sort are significant of

The mere fact that the day, whether ac- 
curate or not, is indelibly associated with 
Christ, with Jesus, with his nativity, with 
the record of his noble, beautiful, self sac- 
rificing life, entirely devoted to humanity, 
should render it previous and inspiring. 
It matters not whether he be believed to 
be the Son of God or the son of man—his 
acts, his supreme generosity and benevo- 
lence, his total self denial, his sublime 
courage, his sovereign altruism remain, 
in either case, precisely the same. Regard- 
ing him simply as human, his entire life 
would seem indeed to be grander, more ex- 
alted, more touching, more consecrated 
than if he were accounted supernatural. 
He would be divine in his humanity, not 
through miracle, but through superlative 
goodness, purity, exalted passion for the 
welfare of his fellows. To the thoroughly 
rationalistic, he might not appear so truly 
heroic, so unapproachable, so morally won- 
derful in the light of a God as in the light 
ofaman. In one instance he might seem 
to be playing a part; to be going through 
an imposing form; to be something less 
than he assumed. In the other, he would 
prove himself absolutely, awfully sincere, 
rising gloriously above the common weak- 
ness of his race, reaching the loftiest pin- 
nacle of the ethically sublime. As an heir 
of time and nature, he is without compan- 
ion, competitor or peer, the grandest ideal 
of humanity. 

Jesus, judged by reasun alone, was the 
first, as he may have been the last, perfect, 
completely flawless man. He was the 
primary democrat. In his eyes all his fel- 
lows were equals. The prince and slave, 
the courtier and the hind, the scholar and 
the yokel were on the same level. He de- 
manded justice for the whole race, and he 


tempered.justice with merpy. He was the |. 


first to esteem, to revere woman for her 
womanhood, to stand between her and the 


wr®gs of her stronger, less sympathetic 
partner. He was as tender as he was fear- 


time, for he, himself a Jew, was hostile 
to the temper and spirit of the Jews, who 
were violent and „ as was all 
humanity at that era. He suffered as any 
one might have suffered who was far be- 
yond his epoch, whose opinions, feelings, 
convictions were adverse to those of the 
community in which he moved. He had 
the soul of a martyr, the strength and 
will for martyrdom. He died for human- 
ity, as he knew he must die, and was happy 
in sodying. The end, which he clearly saw, 
crowned the work, completed his spiritual 
vareer, haloed it forever. 

Such an example is always before us; it 
cannot be obliterated, dimmed or distorted. 
Each return of Christmas should revive it 
in our minds and hearts. The influence of

Interesting Vital Statistics for the Last 
Year in Andover. 


Town Clerk Marland’s records for the 
past year show the following statistics in 
regard to marriages and deaths in Ando- 
ver for the year 1895.

George F. Hatch is again in t 
more serious trouble than he has 
face before. This time he has been vio- 
lating the postal laws, and on Monday be

HELP IN THE WOODS. 


Labor Saving Appliances That Are Espe- 
— ¢lally Valuable. 2 

A famous rig for hauling sap, Jomber 
or anything else over rough rouds, mci- 
holes or sideling places in the woucs 
can be easily made and at short notice. 
Fit a heavy bolster on a bobsled uu 


mortise two blocks, each 5 inches high, 
to it in such a way that side pieces to 
drag will fit on outside of them. These 
are 14 feet long and make the frame of 
a drag rack. They are framed together 
nt each end and drawn by a chain con- 
necting the forward crosspiece to the 
sled’s kingbolt. Plenty of stake holes 
should be bored and low shoes fastened 
to the hind end of the drag rack as of- 
ten as they wear ont. | 
No lifting of logs will be necessary, 
because the rack is on the ground. The 
sled can pitch and dive without exciting | 
the rack, and if the road be sideling the 
hind end slides around down the hill 
and braces the load so it never topples | 
over. It glides serenely over mudhales | 
and logs where a hind bob would get | 
stuck forever. It also climbs upon and | 
goes over deep snow better than any | 
other rig, turns easily and goes around 


any tree past which you can get the nose 
of the sled. For all these reasons heav- 
ier, larger loads can be averaged, and 
for sledding out manure in winter it has 
no equal, When hauling sap or manure, 
put on bottom boards. 

When sawing wood from the treo or 
desirous of raising a large log or the 
whole trunk of a tree, no little home- 
made machine can supply so much pow- 
er in a small compass as the Samson for 
sawing. The Farm Journal, which orig- 
inally sketched the sled already de- 
scribed, illustrates a convenient fulcrum 
(see Fig. 1 in the second cut) for a tre- 
mendous leverage and will hold a log 
waist high for sawing, so the hard work 
of crosscutting isobviated. Saw off two 
pieces of 2 inch plank 6 feet long. It 
should be 10 inches wide. These are 
bolted together at each end, except that 
a strip of the same thickness and 4 
inches wide holds them apart. Half 
inch or five-eighth inch bolts are none 
too strong. Next bore two rows of three- 
quarter inch holes through both planks 
and have the rows five inches apart, as 
in the engraving. Put an iron bolt in 
each row of holes. Let it be as large as 
will slip in and out easily if the plank 
gets wet. These ‘two/pins alternately 
act as fulerums. x 

A lever of hickory ‘or other strong 
wood, 8 feet long, must be shaved to go 
between the planks, and must have a 
link suspended from it by a band of

iron. The link isshown suspended from 
the end of the lever. This is to make it 
clear. It hangs from the lever between 
the planks at A, in reality. Before 
trying to raise the tree trunk, cut a sap- 
ling three to four inches thick and lay 
it at right angles tothe tree, on the 
side opposite the Samson. (Fig. 2.) 
Let its butt rest on the tree. Now pass 
a chain under the tree and hook it to 
the sapling. Attach the other end of it 
to the link on the lever. Each time the 
lever is raised or lowered a pin can be 
put higher and the motion will make 
the link rise steadily, weight and all. 
A boy can work it. 


Wintering Bees. 

An authority in all matters pertain- 
ing to bees tells, in Gleanings In Bee 
Culture, that there is probably no bet- 
ter place 20 winter bees than in a good, 
dry cellar. While this is not absolutely 
necessary for safe wintering in many 
sections, yet the authority quoted says: 
There will be a great saving of honey 
to the apiarist, as well as better chances 
of “successful wintering, even as far 
south as all but the most southern tier 
of states. If the cellar has a variable 
temperature, it will not be as good for 
the bees as would one in which the 
temperature could be kept as nearly at 
45 degrees as possible, yet if the tem- 
perature does not go above 50 degrees, 
nor go lower than 85, it will winter 
bees much better than to leave them on 
the summer stand unprotected. If the 
cellar is of more variable temperature 
than this, the bees would be doubtless 
better off out of doors. 

Barn Cisterns, 

One of the advantages of the base- | 
ment barn, according tu American Cul- 
tivator, is that it makes easy the con- 
struction of a cistern to take the water 
from its roof and place it convenient 
for stuck stabled in it. A barn large 
enough to hold hay and other proveader | 
for a large stock will furnish water 
from the rain that falls on its roof for 
all the stock that can be fed from it. 
There should. always be a filter in the 
fuucet to the cistern. If the basement is 


a deep one, the water in the cistern will 
never freeze over in winter, but will 
help to keep frost out of the basement. 
It is a great convenience in very cold 
weather to water cows in the basement 
without exposing them to the cold air 
outside.

When husking corn in the field last 
fall, we had twoor three dozen cleansed 
phosphate sacks, and by using the hold- 
er threw the corn right into the sacks, 
so that when we wanted to haul, our 
corn ‘was all picked up, and when we 
wanted to unload, the corn was all ready 
to carry into the granary. For this pur · 
pose one leg was left longer than the 
others, so as to facilitate throwing into 
the sack. In transferring grain from une 
sack to another shoulder the sack to be 
emptied, and with the other sack on the 
holder the rest is as simple as pouring 
water out of a jug. 


Clover In the Silo, 

A Rural New Yorker correspondent 
tells that he has as good success with 
clover ensilage as with corn. He cuts 
the clover when right for hay. Well ma- 
tured for haymaking describes the 
proper condition. Cut it without dew or 
rain, and then hustle it through the 
fodder cutter as fast as possible. A lit- 
tle wetting does not hurt it, but it must 
not dry out at all. In ordinary seasons 
there is no difficulty on this point, but 
this year it was so hot and dry when 
we filled the silo with winter oats and 
crimson clover that the material got 
half cured in spite of our efforts, and 
some of it had to be well sprinkled as 
filling progressed. Some damage result- 
ed in one silo from the omission of the 
necessary water. On the other hand, he 
once had clover ensilage that was too 
green and sappy. The bottom of the en- 
silage became too wet and did not heat 
sufficiently. The result was injury to 
that portion of the contents, though it 
is probable there was dew or rain on 
that clover when it went in. As to 
tramping. etc., in filling, clover requires 
the same treatment as corn. 

It seems to be the conclusion of some 
of our experts that, in filling,-the ma- 
terial should be kept highest around the 
walls of the silo, but at the top, highest 
in the middle. At least 18 inches of 
wet chaff or sawdust or green grass 
should be used as a covering and well 
tramped. No other weighting is neces- 
sary. A one inch cut will do very well 
for clover, though there is no objection 
to shorter cuts. 

Agricultural Colleges. 

Although there may be a difference 
of opinion as to the amount of time a 
young man of limited means should 
spend on higher education, few nowa- 
days will admit that he should neglect 
it entirely. Competition and low prices, 
especially of farm products, make it 

for the successful agricultur- 
ist to be thoroughly informed and capa- 
ble of comprehending complex probleme. 
Practical experience is a good teacher, 
but the path of the average young farm- 
er would be much smoother should he 
spend some time at an agricultural col- 
lege, even if it be brief. Most of the 
state institutions have short winter 
courses beginning eurly in January. At- 
tend these and get what you can from 
them. A long course is much to be de- 
sired, but if this cannot be obtained 
take a short one. It will pay, says The 
New England Homestead.

PICTURES ON CANDLES. 


A Simple but Pretty Amusement Is Here 
Pally Explained. 

A very pretty amusement, with a very 
pretty effect, may be found in decorat- 
ing candles. The operation «oes not re- 
quire any special skill on your part, for 
it is wholly mechanical. It is necessary 
nly that you follow the directions care- 
fally: 9 

Take a sheet of paper on which is 
printed some neat figure or design and 
roll the paper tightly around the candle, 
the picture side next to the wax or tal- 


low of which the candle is made. Then 
run a lighted match quickly over the 
back of the paper where the picture 
touches the candle, and you will find 
that all the parts of the design have 


been transferred to the candle in gray- 


ish tints. 

The thinner the paper and the more 
recently the printing has been doné the 
better will you succeed. Of course you 
must select a picture that is not larger 
than the circumference of the candle; 
one-half that size would be better. 

The accompanying illustration shows 
how the work is done. — Philadelphia 
Times. 

A Bottle Trick.

| to call the primary meeting. The presi- 


dent last night announced the composi- 
uon of the commission, which will consist 
of five members, as follows: 
David J. Brewer of Kansas, justice of 
the United States supreme court.” 
Richard H. Alvey of Maryland, chief 
Justice of the court of appeals of the Dis 
trict of Columbia. 
Andrew D. White of New York. 
Frederick R. Coudert of New York. 
Daniel C. Gilman ot Maryland. 


The commission is regarded here among 
those who had an opportunity to see the 
list of names after they were made public 
as u very satisfactory one, whose opinions 
and conclusions will be received by the 
American public with that confidence 
which the standing of the members of 
the commission in the public eye inspires. 

All ot the above named persons will ac- 
cept the places to which they have been 
appointed, and are expected to assemble 
in Washington as soon as practicable with 
a view to their swearing in and entering 
upon their work. : 

The appointments are made in compli- 
ance with a resolution of congress, passed 
at the request of President Cleveland, and 
the work of the commissoners will be to 
examine and collect evidence, with a view 
to determining the true divisional line be- 
tween Venezuela and British Guiana. 

The conclusions reached by the commis- 
sion will be reported to the president for 
his information in connection with any 
further representations and communica- 


Justice Brewer is a Republican in poli- 
tics, and about 58 years of age. He is a 
graduate of Yale, and has spent. consider- 
able time in tlie practice of his pre 

in Kansas, where he filled a number of 
judicial offices. In 1884 he was appointed 
circuit court judge of the United States 
for the Eighth district, and was appointed 
associate justice of the supreme court in 
December, 1889, by President Harrison. 
Richard H. Alvey is a Democrat in poli- 
tics and a man of marked legal ability. 
It was the great reputation he gained as 
judge in the Maryland courts which led 
President Cleveland, in the absence of 
political influence on Judge Alvey’s part. 
to appoint him to the position of chief 
justice of the court of appeals of this dis- 
trict. He is about 60 years of age. 
Andrew D. White was born in Homer, 
N. Y., Nov. 17, 1887. He was graduated 
from Yale in 1853, and spent two years in 
Europe, part of the time as attache of the 
American legation at St. Petersburg. He 
returned home in 1856, and in the follow- 
ing year was elected professor of history 
and English literature in the University 
of Mighigan. In 1862 he resigned because 
of poor health and returned to his former 
home in Syracuse, where he was elected 
to the state senate. He was re-elected in 
1864. In 1876 he became first president of 
Cornell university, which post he filled 
until 1885, when failing health compelled 
him to retire. He was one of the com- 
missioners to Santo Domingo in 1871. He 
was president of the Republican state con- 
vention of New York in October of the 
game year, and was United States minister 
to Germany from 1870 to 1881. In 1808 
President Harrison appointed Mr. White 
minister to Russia to succeed Charles N. 
Smith. Mr. White has published many 
volumes, besides contributing to periodi- 
cals. Mr. White is a Republican in poli- 


tics. 

Frederick R. Coudert is a Democrat in 
politics, and is one of the best known men 
of the bar in New York. Mr. Coudert 
was one of the counsel for the United 
States on the Bebring sen commission, 
and in that capacity he made one of the 
most eloquent and effective speeches de- 
livered in behalf of the American conten- 
tions. 

The last named of the commission, Dan- 
fel O. Gilman, is president of Johns Hop- 
kins university, and is well known as an 
authority on in law. He was 
at one time president of the University of 
California, and was later called to take up 
the work of the organization of the uni- 
versity of which he is now at the head. 
One of his principal acquisitions is the

mastery the science of physical 
geography. He isthe author of a life of 
President Monroe. Mr. Gilman has never 


figured prominently in politics. At the 
White House it is stated that he has no 
politics, but his proclivities are under- 
atood to be Republican. 

The two great parties, it will be seen, 
are equally represented on the commission, 
with the fifth member having no out- 
spoken politics.
